The road runner can only ba over- 


taken by tha fastest horse. When 
chased, it is seldom known to fly, 
bnt skims..over the plain -with al- 
most incredible swiftness. It is one 
of tbe trials of speed among the 
Apaches to catch a road runner 
•when on foot. Several Indians join 
in the sport and run toward it from 
different directions, and tbe quick- 
est one seizes it in an instant When 
almost captured, the road runner 
•will dart like a flash into a low cov- 
er ana can be found only with the 
greatest difficulty. If it comes to a 
canyon, it -will fly down, but either 
cannot or will not fly upward. 


The nest of this bird is generally 


built of sticks in a low underbrush. 
From t-wo to four eggs are found, 
larger than those of the pigeon, and 
pure white. The road runner has a 
varied diet, and includes in its bill 
of fare centipedes, lizards scorpions 
and snakes. Tha Mexicans have a 
tradition that it surrounds the rat- 
tlesnake -with a wsll ef eacinas spines. 
The infuriated snake, after attempt- 
ing to penetrate the inclosure, com- 
mits suicide by bitiag itself, and tbe 
triumphant bird makes a dinner of 
the victim. This story cannot be

Sawdust is good, 
bnt I prefer corn chaS from the sheller 
to any other material I have ever used, 
and when I can get it I always use it 
When that is not to be bad we can of- 
ten get clover chaff and sometimes oats 
or wheat chaff. 
Wo empty the ditch 


every morning awl ut once bed the floor 
aod diteh thoroughly. I have a room 
floored with cement directly behind the 
cows ia which to store bedding. In 
cleaning the mannro ditch we use first a 
six tined fork auci follow wirh a coal 
shovel with a blade 14 inches wide. 
With these toola the manure uud soiled 
bedding can be quickly reiiioved. 


Ventilation is a matter of greater im- 


portance in the cow stable than inUE? 
farmers realize, aad as the ceilings are 
, 


usually low, every stable should tie 
ventilated. A window at oae end and a 
door at the other will answer i)> good 
weather, but iu cold weather, \vheii tbe 
stables must be shut, some other way 
must be provided. The best way i have 
ever fonud is an opeuiug over the mau- 
ger, and I make this wide enorgh to be 
used as a hay shoot.

Artesian Well*. 


The object cf the bill to appropriate 


$100,000 for sinking orfcsiriaa wella ii 
the eastern part of Colorado, introducet 
ia congress by Mr. Shafrotb, is to test 
the strength of the underflow of water j 
which exists m tho eastern portion; of 
Colorado. It seems to be the opinion of 
man-* of those who have given the sub- 
ject "considerable study that the force 
and amount of the underflow that drains 
the Rocky mountains would be sufficient 
to irrigate tbe arid land east of the 
mountains. Tho experiment with arte- 
sian wells in the city of Denver has- 
been very successful, and if tho theory 
above referred to is found to ba true tho 
necessity for the further construction of 
large irrigating canals will be obviated. 
If these wells prove successful, the prob- 
lem of irrigation will be solved, so far 
as eastern Colorado is conceruuu, and 
millions of dollars will be thereby saved

In former experiments, 
however, the best yields have been se- 
cured from wheat not pastured. Heavy 
manuring with barnyard manure gives 
smaller yields than l:md in wheat con- 
tinuously without manuring, the reason 
being that the wheat on the manured 
and lodges and fails to fill.

Hascle Slaking Crops. 


Ever since the silo has t-oino into reg- 


ular use in prf-erviuy; '.be corn crop 
dairymen !;:ivi> been studying to fmd the 
best muscle making grain to fned with 
tbe ensilaRfi. Cottonseed meal ia the 
cheapest form of "muscle makers." and 
there is no safer way in which to fei-d it 
than with corn ensilage. Some farmers 
have always felt that they could grow 
muscle making crops cheaper than they 
can bay cottonseed meal, bran or other 
praiu, * For example, we have told how 
Mr. Bancroft of Delaware use* hun- 
dreds of tons of crimson clover and cow- 
peas ia the silo. These crops help "bal- 
ance" the corn ensilage and cut down 
the grain bill. There are farmers who 
feel that, with present low prices for 
dairy products, good clover hay and a 
few pounds of wheat bran will act like 
tbe meat in a sandwich to even up the 
ensilage. 


In Canada » mistwe of one part ann- 


fiower heads, two parts iiorse beans and 
four .parts corn are put into the silo to- 
gether in the hope of obtaining ensilage, 
which is of itself a "balanced ratioli." 
This plan of growing muscle making 
crops on the home farm is not advocated 
as strongly as it was several years ago. 
The price ef bran and cottonseed meal 
has fallen so- low that in many casas the 
old argument fails, and it is actually 
cheaper to buy grain than it is to grow 
clover or peas. Iu many cases it aetiiai- 
Iv pays best, to raise a heavy crop of corn 
for the silo ou rhe laud nearest tho barn 
and put the other grass laud into tim- 
othy to bo sold every year, the mouo.y 
obtained for it to be spent for grain rich 
in muscle nmkwa. That is jnst whut 
some long bonded dairymen are doing, 
and they are making a success of it, too, 
according Jo Rural Ke\v Yorker, author- 
ity-for the foregoing.
